EDUCATION PLAN 


IT will be very interesting to read 
in 1951 this extract from Thursday's 
meeting of the Legislative Council: 


“The most urgent development ree 
quired ty the extension of Government 
provision for Chinese primary educa- 
tion, especially for the. children of the 


Poorer classes; this should take. two 


forms, the provision of new Goyern-' 


ment schools and more generous sub- 
nidics to private schools. For the 
former a ten-year plan has been drawn 
up and ‘approved by the Board of 
* Educatlon, providing ultimately for 50 
school (20 urban to © accommodate 
about 7,000 children, and. 30 gmail rural 
schools to nccominodate from 2.500 to 
2,000). For the fatter a new subsidy 
code has been prepared and approved 
by the Board of Education and the 
Jlongkong Government, The plan for 
Governinent rural schonls includes a 


new teachers’ training college for rural 
achool teachers, : 


“Another development of slmost 


wrounds {Jr schools in the urban dis- 
trict," A lixt af nreos in which such 
playgrounds are required has been pres 
spared and submitted to the Town 
Planner. . 


Instructions from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies were published 
the same’ dny from London via 
“British Wireless": “The Scerctaty 
of State recommends reduced spend- 
ing on non-essentials, the accumula- 
tion of resources for improving the 
standards of poor populations and 
the continuation of economic deve- 
lopments. The economic netds” of 
war require that efforts much more 
greatly commensurate with those 
now being mnde in this country be 
made by ull inhabitants of the 
Colonial Empire who enjoy a com- 
paratively high standard of life, The 
imperative duty however, Is to do 
all practically possible to. raise the 
Standard of living of Jarge colontal 
populations whose standard of llving 
is so‘low that this policy cannot and 
should not be spplicd to them even" 
in war-time." : , 


A comparison of these two quota- 
tions shows that the Hongkong 
Government have,‘on paper, entered 
into the splrit of Britain’s ‘gencral 
policy to assure greater security and 
comfort to the poor in her many 
possessions, but It will be obvious at 
once that ‘the provision of fifty. 
schools in ten  years-—-or even 
“ultimately!'—with: their large staffs, 
buildings and equipment will take 
education far ahead of other condl- 
tions which, surround the submerged 
classes here. The intention to .proy 
vide these extra schooling facilities 
la most Inudable and it {s not for the: 
Department. of Education to concern 
Itself with. all the other problems’ 
which foce this ‘over-crowded and 
fll-balanced Colony. It is up. ‘to 
Government to-co-ordinate a pro- 
gramme of social health and. reform 
so that cducation can progress hand 
In hand with better houses’and, more 
of them, climination of. epidemics 
and: tuberculosis, cleaning: up ,of 
‘mendicants, street ‘sleepers and 
gangsters, the cultivation of food jn
